Cool, Power and the Future 

Quite naturally and properly, there' is a vast 
amount of discussion over harnessing nuclear energy 
for peace-time work, particularly as a producer of 
electric power. A danger is that this may make 
many people believe that such developments are 
just around the corner, and that other energy sources 
are becoming obsolete. 

Some important clarifying light has been 
thrown on the matter by the president of a major 
'power company which is intensively Investigating 
the use of a nuclear furnace in the thermal genera- 
tion of electricity. Early in his address he pointed to 
the tremendous mechanical progress within the 
electric industry as it is now constituted, brought 
about in large measure by the cooperation of. the 
coal Industry. He. observed: "Coal has consistently 
been used as the source of energy for the mafor 
part of the electricity generated in this country, 
and continues to be increasingly Important in this 
respect." 

Later on he said, "Because of the scientific and 
engineering problems involved, and without regard 
to the economic factors, atomic power probably can- 
not become substantially important in the mat- 
ter of total power supply within the next' ten to 
twenty years. The expansion of our present con- 
ventional fuel burning facilities must continue. . . . 
It is my thought that the need for coal for power 
generation will continue at well above its present 
level for many years." 

In sum, coal, far from being near-obsolete as an 
energy source, becomes a bigger factor all the time.
